Financial Situation in England

Although the Bank of FEngland shows
an increase In the proportion of reserve
to Habilities from 14 to 14% per ecent,
the finnncial situation in Great ritain
attracts renewed attentlon in view of
the urgent nppeal of the administration
to the ritish banks to give a larger co-
aperntion toward the efforts to reha-
h\llmlo credits,  London advices, reln-
tive to the recont boom in forelgn ex-
change, suggest that the rise hns been
partly due to exaggerated expectations
of favorable developments from the
meeting of the Ropreme Council.

It 45 a mnatter of genernl knowle
that the two most jmportant factors in
causing the present pronounced recov-
ory in the forelgn exchanges have been
the dullness of international trade, re-
flected In an nlmost complete absence
of commeecial bills and the deeline o
the pricex of one ecxportable commodi-
tiew to about one-third of the figures
ruling at the high point in the war.

The London Times has this to say
about foreign exchange: “'During the
war the watering down of currency was
not fully reflected in the forelgn ex-
changes, beeause of the rise of costly
‘stubilizing' deviees; but these were
gradually abundoned and in 1020 the
exchanges were exposed to a real eco-
nomie ealuntion, numely, that fixed by
the relntion of supply and demand.

““In the caxe of the continental coun-
tries, the currencies having no stability,
their external volues fluctuate almost
hourly. Reeause of thelr volatile char-
ncter, bankers refuse to lend mgninst
them and, generally, will continue to
o wo until steps are taken to put a
stop to the further inflation of cur-
rency and the existing paper money s
once more fixed in a definite relation-
Pwhip to gold or to sterling.”’
